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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 line 10, "a power group" is not understood. Is this the same power 
group as previously recited or a different one? In claim 1 , line 2, "a fuel group " has the 
same problem. In claim 5, "a power group" , line 7, and "a fuel group" line 2, are 
rejected for the same reason as above. Correction is required. 



The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 200,200A,200B. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



The IDS filed 6/4/02, is improper under 37CFR 1 .52(e), 1 .97, and 1 .98. 

The examiner has located and reviewed as many of the related applications as it 
has been possible to obtain.

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art fails to teach the assembly of a fuel injector including assembling 
the two modular units as claimed and using an orifice plate as claimed..
